yenate Okays 
Sliding Scale 
Farm Bill 


WASHINGTON — (UP) — The 
Senate yesterday approved by 
voice vote a long-range farm bill 
which would put flexible price 
supports under the nation’s agri- 
culture despite President Truman’s 
desire for permanent high- price 
RZuarantees. 

The measure goes back to the 
House, which has passed a one- 
year extension of the present rig- 
id system of price supports. 

If the two chamltLers fail to 
agree on a compromise before ad 
journment, the Republican-spon- 
sored Hope-Aiken law with its 
even lower flexible price supports 
would become effective automati 
cally on Jan. 1. 

The Senate adopted an amend: 
ment restricting crop imports 
which some Democratic leaders 
described as so “terrible” that it 
probably will lead to a Presiden 
tial veto of the entire bill. 

The. provision, sponsored by 
Sen. Warren G. Magnuson, Demo- 
crat, Washington, would prevent 
the State Department from writ 
ing any trade , agreement that 
would permit a foreign county to 
“dump” crop su*pluses on the 
U. S. market in competition with 
American goods.

Truman Signs Military Pay Bill: 
Increases Effective as of Oct. | 


wASHINGTON—(/)—President 
Truman yesterday signed into law 
a raise in pay for most members 
of the Armed Services. 

The White House announced Mr. 
Truman signed the bill in his of- 
fice at about 3:25 p. m., EST. That 
was several hours in advance of 
the midnight deadline for his ac- 
tion. 

The law

$300,000,000 for members of the 
various military * branches. It 
means increased pay for virtually 
everyone who wears a uniform, 
effective as of Oct. 1.

Those supporting the bill con- 
tend that many Catholics and Jews 
did not get to DP camps until after 
Dec. 22, 1945. They also claim 
that the change in cutoff dates 
will supply homes for refugees 
from Communist dominated coun- 
tries as well as for victims of 
Nazi persecution. 


Hotel Chain 
Buys Waldorf 
For $3- Million 


NEW YORK —(/) —A cofttro 
ling interest in the Fgh neers 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel has been 
bought by the Hilton hotel chain 
for $3,000,000. 

The sale was announced by 
Conrad N. Hilton, President of the 
Hilton Hotels Corporation, at a 
news conference late yesterday. 

He said he and Henry Crown, 
Chairman of the. Board of Direc- 
tors of Material Service Corpora- 
tion, of Chicago, acting as indi- 
viduals, and the Hilton chain had 
bought 250,000 of the 366,000 out- 
standing common stock shares of 
the Hotel Waldorf-Astoria Corpo- 
ration. 

This, he said, would give them 
about 68 percent of the outstand- 
ing common stock. 

The property has been operated 
by the Hotel Waldorf-Astoria Cor- 
poration under lease from the 
New York State Realty and Termi- 
nal Company, subsidiary of the 
New York Central and New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
roads. 

The realty company owns the 
building and land of the luxurious 
hotel that occupies a whole block 
on Park and Lexington Avenues 
between Forty-ninth and Fiftieth 
St reets.

A New Soviet Weapon in Germany 


In establishing, with the expected cyni- 
cal hypocrisy of the Soviets, a “free peo- 
ples’ government” in East Germany, the 
Soviets have put into action a new and 
dangerous weapon. That our own policy 
in Germany should be drifting since the 
retirement of Gen. Lucius D. Clay is not 
surprising, but nevertheless dismaying. 


The Soviet government, which is a peo- 
ples’ government without the people, is 
to be “sovereign.” That is to say, under 
complete and ruthless Soviet control and 
direction, it is to have its own foreign pol- 
icy, and its own “government.” As such, 
it will seek all the usual recognition of a 
sovereign state. It has proclaimed itself

It was largely due to his efforts that M

Establishment of a government “for all Germany” in the Rus- 
sian-controlled Eastern zone is only the most spectacular among 
several developments making increasing demands on Western 
courage and wisdom. 

Another portentous development is the incipient revival of 
Naziism, or something very like it, in West Germany, under the 
new republic sponsored by the Western Allies. 

The element of nationalism seems still to be the chief dynamic 
in German life. The temptation to make concessions to it may 
still be the chief danger for Western policy makers. The establish- 
ment of a rival “government” in Eastern Germany may appear to 
German nationalists as an added means for playing off Russia 
against the West, thereby to regain sufficient power to throw off 
controls by both East and West.

stitution of the United States It is true that 
I am loyal to the United States and to the Stars 
and Stripes, but the United States could hecome 
a Socialist or Communist nation and retain the 
same title and flag. This would be profanation 
and I would remain loyal to the Constitution 
hecause without it the United States and the 
flag would-be grotesque. 


Assuming that most of us will be of the 
same mind, I recall that the Income Tax 
Amendment authorized Congress to collect 
taxes from whatever source derived, without 
apportionment among the States and without 
regard to the census, that meant simply that 
Congress could tax all incomes up to one 
hundred percent. In other words, right now, 
Congress can take the entire amount of every 
person’s earnings or profits. Right now that 
Congress may, and does, decide not only how 
much it will take out of your pay envelope. 
but how much you may keep. That is the 
more frightening way to put it. Congress 
today has the power to decide that you can’t 
keep a dollar but must give it all to the 
tax collector

“There are dozens of cases of American stupidity, and 
we have played into the hands of the Russians again and 
again because our delegates there did not know any better. 
It proved how incredibly appalling is our Government serv- 
ice—so bad that no man who has anything to lose, or any- 
thing to gain, will touch it. 

“We have sent men to Europe who never held jobs at all 
in America, and our Army of Occupation, sent to do the 
most delicate-and hardest job of all, was made up of the 
most casual selections. In America’s Government service, one 
has either to be a hero or a martyr. Such practices cost us 
much money and are the most dangerous evils we must face.” 


Miss Sergio told her audience of the labor leader, sent to Europe 
to cast the Reds out of the main national unions, who pleaded 
with the leaders to follow the ideals of private enterprise and 
capital and swaggered: 

“But do not think you can send your cheap goods over to 
America and undercut our standard of living. Why, our slogan for 
the years is “Two refrigerators in every home.’ ” 

Such inane remarks, sne said, fall shrilly indeed upon the ears 
of thé bombed-out citizen of France or the impoverished peasant 
of Italy. 

The flashing Miss Sergio, who shares a home witb Ann Bachel- 
der, famous fod expert with the Ladies’ Home Journal, begged 
the women to examine real values of life, think through issues, 
and then act upon them. 

“Tsolationism is growing,” she said, “and it is very dangerous. 
The only tangible progress we have made lately has been made 
through ECA money. Do not let your representatives undermine 
this progress! What we must do now is send people who are in- 
telligent and understanding and open-minded to take the final spurt 
forward and cinch the dea of recovery.” 

She chided her listeners. 

“In America,” she said, “we do not like to think of dis- 
agreeable things. We would rather go to a movie, and hope 
our problems will solve themselves. I am thinking of the 
woman I heard discussing her job of ironing the other day.

Mythically speaking, Charites, the Goddess of Charity, 
would take an extra amount of pride in her Twentieth Cen-
